Many hailed Thornton’s victory 
as a great day for wrestling, as once again the 
WWE would match wrestlers weighing 225 
pounds (or less) against each other. Instead, 
Thornton—who is without question one of the 
best in his division—was matched against 
such heavyweights as Ricky Steamboat and 
Paul Orndorff. 

It is time the WWF gave talented youngsters 
like Jimmy Powers a break, and re-established 
its once thriving Junior Heavyweight Division. 
In the opinion of this reporter, not only would 
this be doing wrestlers like Powers a great 
service, but would also give the fans some- 
thing to cheer about.

ouston is a big city. It’s fa- 
i mous for hot chili, even hot- 

ter weather, and even hotter- 
than-that women. Houston is also 
the half-way point between the 
Mid-Southern Area and the World 
Class Wrestling Association. 
That’s why the battle of wrestling’s 
top bounty hunters will take place 
in the city that reluctantly plays 
second fiddle to Dallas. 

Bruiser Brody is wrestling’s top 
bounty hunter, a vagabond who 
has traveled from area to area over 
the past twelve years, knocking 
out potential challengers to cham- 
pions and silencing problems for 
free-spending managers. He was 
once managed in Puerto Rico by 
Pretty Boy Larry Sharpe, and still 
considers the blonde bomber his 
friend. He is presently trying to rid 
wrestling of Abdullah The Butcher 
and manager Gary Hart, and he 
has been feuding with the diaboli- 
cal duo all over the World Class 
Area. 

Ram Bam Bigelow is wrestling’s 
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newest bounty hunter, a 6’3” 390 
pound protege of Larry Sharpe’s 
with tatoos covering his clean- 
shave head. He recently won the 
Southern Heavyweight Champion- 
ship, and is trying to collect the 
bounty that has been placed on

As we go to press, the two have 
been signed to meet in Houston, 
the mid-way point between their 


present ‘‘home turfs.” On a spec- 
tacular to be promoted by the USA 
All-Star (formerly Texas All-Star) 
promotion, Bruiser Brody will op- 
pose Larry Sharpe’s twenty four 
year old monster. Bu many ques- 
tions remain unanswered. 

Why has Sharpe matched Bige- 
low against an old friend of his? 
Doesn’t the Pretty Boy think he'll 
be earning the wrath of a very 
dangerous enemy? And could he 
be making a mistake, forcing Bige- 
low to risk injury against one of 
wrestling’s all-time greatest crip- 
plers, as the young Bam Bam tries 
to eliminate Jerry Lawler in the 
Mid-Southern Area? 

“It’s a question that’s got to be 
answered,” Sharpe replied, “who 
is wrestling’s number one bounty 
hunter...Brody or Bigelow?” 

When asked the other ques- 
tions, the Pretty Boy sat back, and 
broke into a wide smile. “Bruiser 
Brody may be an old friend of 
mine,” he admitted, ‘‘but he isn’t 
putting any money in my pocket 
today. Bam Bam is going to make 
me arich man, just as soon as he 


collects the bounty on Jerry 
Lawler’s head. Sure, we may incur 
the wrath of Bruiser Brody, but I’m 
countin’ on Bam Bam to defeat 
him so decisively that Brody will be 
ashamed to even mention our 
name again!”

While Bigelow may be younger 
and faster, Brody has experience. 
He has been traveling the world for 
over a dozen years, wreaking 
havoc everywhere he’s been. He 
has forced numerous grapplers 
into retirement, and has waged

It was rough at the 
beginning. | went home after 
being hurt, and that helped a 
lot. | really feel a deep hatred for 
Stan Hansen, and you can be 
sure that |’ll see him down the 
road somewhere and POW! I'll 
get even! 

D.A.: The injuries you suffered at 
Hansen’s hands were the most 
serious in your career, but you 
were put out of action once before. 
Martel: Yes, a man by the name 
of Buddy Rose hurt my neck 
very bad in the Pacific North- 
west in the early 1980’s. I’ve 
never forgotten that.

Bree shuts up. He'll talk 

about anything, anytime, 
anywhere. Mention that you saw a 
movie, and Heenan will tell you all 
he knows about the movie industry. 
Mention that you took a cab ride, 
and the blonde-haired manager 
will tell you about his dozen-or-so 
limousine drivers. As a matter of 
fact, it is just about impossible to 
shut Bobby Heenan up. 

Please take note of the words 
“just about.” 

You see, the usually open 
mouthed manager will not speak 
about his days as the most suc- 
cessful manager in the A.W.A. 
anymore. “History is history,” he 
has replied on more than one oc- 
casion, “|’d rather talk about the 
Fall of Hogan.”’ 

For several years, Bobby 
Heenan dominated the American 
Wrestling Association. His charge, 
Nick Bockwinkel, reigned as AWA 
World’s Heavyweight Champion 
for the second half of the 1970’s, 
and many critics felt it was 
Heenan’s genius which kept Bock 
on top. “‘! possess the greatest 


mind in professional wrestling,” 
Bobby recently told a number of 
reporters, “and anyone who had 
held any title in the past under my 
management did so because | was 
their manager!” 

Which brings us to Nick Bock- 
winkel’s fourth reign as AWA 
Heavyweight Champion. When the 
California-born son of Warren 
Bockwinkel defeated Verne Gagne 
(with outside interference from 
Cowboy Bobby Duncum, another 
Heenan-protege at the time) in 
1975 for the AWA World’s Heavy- 
weight Championship, many called 
his victory a fluke. But Heenan 
made sure it wasn’t. He super- 
vised Nick’s training, made sure 
the champion had enough time to 
rest between title defenses, and 
didn’t let him worry about contracts 
or negotiations. “Bobby ran Nick’s 
life,’ a close friend of the two re- 
cently commented, “and he ran it 
awfully well.” 

But Bockwinkel’s greatest test 
was about to come. Heenan was 
suspended from the AWA, and the 
champion was forced to defend his 
belt without Heenan’s strategy 


(and interference)! Bock rose to 
the occasion, and defeated every 
challenger who came up against 
him. No one could take the belt 
from the wily veteran, and when 
Heenan was finally allowed to re- 
turn a year later, even the harshest 
of Bockwinkel critics admitted that 
he was a great champion. 

Unfortunately for both Heenan 
and Bockwinkel, the twelve months 
without his manager had taken 
their toll on Nick, Just a few 
months after ‘The Brain’s” return 
to the A.W.A., Bockwinkel dropped 
the title to Verne Gagne in Chi- 
cago. Many felt they had seen the 
last of the man who ruled the AWA 
for a half-decade, but Heenan 
made sure they were wrong. Insist- 
ing that the “1980 Nick Bockwinkel 
will be twice as tough as the 1975 
Nick Bockwinkel,” Bobby put his 
bread-and-butter protege on a 
strict training regimen. But Gagne 
kept turning back Bockwinkel’s 
challenges, and it appeared as 
though Heenan and his former 
champion had finally run out of 
luck. 

Until Verne retired, and the

AWA—in one of the most controver- 
sial decisions in wrestling history— 
decided not to have a tournament 
for the World Title, and awarded 
the belt to the number one con- 
tender: NICK BOCKWINKEL! 
Bobby started proclaiming Nick 
“the greatest AWA World Cham- 
pion of all time,” and many people 
started to agree. Challenger after 
challenger fell to the mighty cham-

pion, as no one appeared capable 
of taking the belt away from the 
arrogant blonde bomber. Heenan 
and Bockwinkel were once again 
on top of the world. But then came 
along Otto Wanz, the big Austrian 
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Wrestler who had dominated Euro- 
pean wrestling for years, and be- 
fore anyone knew what happened, 
Bockwinkel was upset by the gar- 
gantuan Wanz. 
Once again, Bock rose to the 
occasion, and—using Heena’s 
brilliant strategy—regained the 
title a few months later. “Three 
time World Champion,” Heenan 
said on television, “and this time 
we’ll reign until it’s time to retire!” 
“The Brain” may have been a 
little premature in his proclamation 
of a career-lasting reign, for Nick 
lost the belt again, this time ina

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stunning upset by Japanese leg- 
end Jumbo Tsuruta. ‘““We were 
robbed,” Heenan screamed, ‘‘and 
we will regain the belt within a 
month!” But Tsuruta dropped the 
title to Canadian fan favorite Rick 
Martel, a man who had been chas- 
ing Bockwinkel during Nick’s third 
title reign. 

“We will defeat Martel so easily 
it won't even be funny,” Bobby 
remarked, but few predictions have 
ever been further from the truth. 
Martel turned back every one of 
Bockwinkel’s challenges, and it 
became apparent that the hot- 
blooded Canadian had Nick’s 
“number.” In a move that shocked 
the wrestling world, Heenan left 
Bockwinkel, and accepted Big 


Zbyszko went berserk, 
and turned on Nick 
when the senior part- 
ner of the tag team 
tried to prevent him 
from killing Greg 
Gagne with a pair of 
nun-chucks on ESPN. 


John Studd’s offer to join him in 
the World Wrestling Federation. 

With Heenan gone, Bockwinkel 
renewed his friendship with long 
time friend (and occasional enemy) 
Ray Stevens. The two reformed 
their incredible tag team, and ap- 
peared well on their way to the 
AWA Tag Team Title (they’ve held it 
twice before) until Stevens was 
injured during a match. Ray of- 
fered to manage the former cham- 
pion back to the title, and even 
found him a new tag team partner 
by the name of Larry Zbyszko. 

In the meantime, Martel dropped 
the title to Stan Hansen, and Nick 
wanted to go for the gold “‘one 
more time.” He and Zbyszko 
agreed to pursue individual goals, 
and Stevens dropped out as man- 
ager. And then Zbyszko went ber- 
serk, and turned on Nick when the 
senior partner of the tag team tried 
to prevent him from killing Greg 
Gagne with a pair of nun-chucks 


on ESPN. 

Bock went on to feud with his 
former partner over the incident, 
and.earned a title shot with new 
champion Hansen. So impressive 
was Nick’s showing against ‘“The 
Lariot’”’ that promoters ordered a 
rematch. Bockwinkel defeated the 
champ on a technicality,a nd beat 
him again by a count-out in their 
second rematch. People began to 
notice that Nick seemed to have 
Hansen’s “number” (the same 
way Martel had Nick’s), and bets 
started to get placed on how 
quickly the three-time champion 
would make it to the top for the 
fourth time. 

Right before the summer, Bock- 


winkel was awarded the title when 
Hansen vanished from the arena 
shortly before their bout. Although 
Stan never explained his actions, it 
has been assumed that the cham- 
pion realized Bockwinkel was not 
to be denied. 

Which brings us to the point of 
this article. Can Bockwinkel last as 
A.W.A. World Champion without 
Heenan behind him? DOUBLE 
ACTION WRESTLING recently 
caught up with “The Brain” ata 
posh Manhattan nightspot, and his 
response was Surprising (to say 
the least). 

“Listen, pal,” he snapped, “‘l 
don’t know why you’d rather ask 
me about my past than about king 


Kong Bundy and Big John Studd; 
or about Paul “Mr. Wonderful” 
Orndorff or Harley Race; but since 
you have to be like all the other 
pencil pushers around here, I'll tell 
you this: No one, and | mean NO 
ONE in professional wrestling 
today can defend his title night 
after night when he’s also busy 
training, scouting new challengers, 
and negotiating with promoters. 
It’s just too big of a load!”’ 

“So,” Heenan was questioned, 
“you think Nick Bockwinkel can’t 
last as A.W.A. Champion?” 

The veteran manager rolled his 
eyes, and finished his drink. “‘You 
make whatever judgements you 
want from what | said,” he said in 
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Bloody but Victorious, Bockwinkel

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disgust, “but no one who is used 
to having a manager can last as 
champion without one!” 

Heenan paid this tab, and made 
his way for the door. ‘‘Why won’t 
you be more specific,” a fellow 
journalist screamed out. The Brain 
twirled around, his face an incredi- 
ble shade of fire engine red. “Be- 
cause | am going to manage Paul 
Orndorff to The World Heavy- 
weight Championship, | am going 
to have Bundy and Studd take the 
mask off Andre The Giant, and | 
am going to prove to the wrestling 
world that Harley Race is stillina 
class by himself,” Heenan 
screamed, “so you can sit there 
and try to put two-and-two together, 
I’m gonna rule the wrestling 
world!”’

hen it comes to big wres- 
Wreee Buddy Rogers has 

seen ’em all. “I’ve man- 
aged John Studd, I’ve fought Bobo 
Brazil and I’ve seen Andre The 
Giant more times than | care to 
remember,” the ‘Nature Boy’ re- 
cently stated, ‘“‘so it takes a pretty 
awesome fella to make me take 
notice!” 

Man Mountain Moore is such a 
“fella.” Standing 6’6” and weigh- 
ing close to 350 pounds, the 
strongman from Seattle, Washing- 
ton is presently tearing up all com- 
petition on the Montreal circuit. 
“Vm big, I’m bad, and | frankly 
don’t care whether or not the peo- 
ple like it,” the big man told this 
reporter, “because if someone 
doesn’t like me or doesn’t like 
what | stand for, I’d like to see him 
try to change me!” 


Moore met Buddy Rogers al- 
most two years ago when he was 
enrolled in a rehabilitation program 
for Sports-related injuries (he suf- 
fered a broken ankle playing pre-

Jersey Generals). Impressing Rog- 
ers with his incredible strength, 
the bearded bad boy told the leg- 
endary grappler.that he’d like to 
pursue a career.in professional 
wrestling. 


“| thought he’d be a big clumsy 
oaf,’”’ Buddy admits, “but after his 
ankle healed, | took him down to 
the ring, and he showed superior 
wrestling knowledge!” 

Rogers agreed to help train the 
giant from Seattle at ‘“The Monster 
Factory” in South Jersey, but 
made Moore promise he would not 
make his debut until he completed 
the entire course. “|! didn’t want 
some half-trained rookie going out 
there against seasoned profession- 
als,” Buddy commented, “| 
wanted to send out a guy I’d be 
proud to say | discovered!” 

Moore completed the course, 
and was immediately besieged by 
offers from managers around the 
country. He chose to accept Mon- 
treal manager Floyd Creatchman’s 
offer, since both he and Floyd 
“were new to the sport, and had to 
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make our own reputations.” 

In his first month on the Mon- 
treal circuit, Moore became the 
most hated grappler in Canada. 
He flattened every opponent 
thrown against him, and absolutely 
demolished local hero Gino Brito 
Junior at the Paul Sauve Arena. 
“There was nobody who was 
gonna stop me,” Moore boasted, 
“not Brito, not anyone! | was 
gonna become King of Montreal!” 

Moore quickly breezed through 
all competition. He mangled two or 
three opponents at a time without 
even breaking a sweat. He pinned 
Montreal’s favorite wrestlers in the 
middle of the ring. He had become 
the dominant force in Canadian 
rulebreaking! 

Finally, manager Creatchman 
was able to secure a contract for 
the Man Mountain to face Cana- 
dian-International Heavyweight 
Champion Dino Bravo in a one fall 
title match. This was to be Moore’s 
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big chance, a shot at the man who 
had “ruled” Quebec for the past 
half-decade. But the match was 
not to be. 

Four nights before the big title
